Something 
New In Woy 
of Pollution

WASHINGTON (AP) - Be* 


sides chemicals, sewage and 
trash something new is threat* 
fining the rivers and streams of 
the United States and causing 
mounting concern among gov- 
ernment officials. 


It is heat, simple heat in the 


form of hot air or water. The 
problem it causes is known as 
thermal pollution. 


By killing fish outright or 


leaving them gasping for oxy- 
gen, or by killing off their food 
supply or disrupting their life 
cycles so they can't reproduce, 
heat can ruin a stream as sure* 
ly as any industrial poison or 
choking plant growth. 


"This is one of the few pollu- 


tion problems that we have an 
opportunity to stop before it 
ever starts," said Jacob I. Breg- 
man, deputy assistant secretary 
of the interior, in an interview. 
"But I doubt we could do much 
about it if we wait too long." 


The heat comes mainly from 


two sources: nationwide, it's in- 
dustry; in the western states, ir- 
rigation may be a local prob- 
lem. 


But 
the 
question of sun- 


warmed irrigation needs further 
study, said Bregman. And irri- 
gation's 
demands 
probably 


won't grow very much, while in- 
dustry's thirst seems unquench- 
able. 


The focus is on industry and 


the enemies of thermal pollution 
have zeroed in on atomic power 
plants. 


No industry dumps more heat 


than the steam-powered electric 
utility, and no steam-electric 
system dumps more heat per 
kilowatt than an atomic plant. 


By the year 2020, the Water 


Resources 
Council 
predicts, 


steam^lectric plants will be 
heating up 411 billion gallons a 
day—more than the whole Mis- 
sissippi River system, or half 
the water in all the rivers and 
streams of the 48 adjoining 
states. 


Steam-

There are ways to cope with 


waste heat. Careful site selec-

pass the heat from the water to 
the air. 


The problem is how to make 


sure industry uses those meth- 


ten into them.

Apollo 8 is scheduled to para- 


chute into the Pacific about 
1,000 miles south of Hawaii at 
10:54 
a.m. Eastern Standard 


time Friday, which will be a 
pre-dawn 4:45 a.m. local time. 


"I feel that if it is not too 


cloudy, we should actually be 
able to see re-entry because of 
the intense 5,000-degree heat 
generated," Stonesifer said, "I 
really believe, based on the 
progress and the' success of the 
flight so far, that the spacecraft 
should land very close to the 
Yorktown. 


"In fact, Fd have to say I 


think it will be within 10 miles, 
allowing tor a quick pickup," 


Mission control said Wednes- 


day that weather in the planned 
landing area was expected to be 
satisfactory for ^ the next three 
days, with moderate winds, seas 
. of three to four feet and temper- 
atures of 78 to 82 degrees with 
scattered showers. 


Earlier, recovery ship meter- 


ologists had said they expected 
seas of five to seven feet, with a 
good chance of rain and cloudi- 
ness which might cut visibility 
to as little as a quarter mile.

tics, 


His solution for bringing about 


the change in attitude was "Ig- 
nore it (the encyclical) and 
Rome will_eet_the Idea." 


Several priests blamed news 


media for the clamor over birth 
control. 


"Public opinion was prepared 


for a change in the teachings of 
the church in regard to birth 
control by the press," a North 
Little Rock priest said. "Daily 
articles were printed by the 
press written by up-starts ad- 
vocating birth-control by the 
church. In my opinion, the press 
led the way for the present at- 
U tude for some. 


"Public opinion cannot make 


it (birth control) moral," he 
said. 


"Most young people are in- 


doctrinated by the press that 
self-control is not necessary and 
contraceptives are necessary," 
the Rev. Mr. fflavacek said. 


A statistic vited by the Na- 


tional Catholic Reporter was 
that nearly half the Roman 
Catholic Diocesan priests in the 
nation disagree with Pope Paul's 
encyclical a g a i n s t artifical 
birth control. 


"As far as the National Catho- 


lic Reporter is concerned, I 
have little respect for it as I do 
for much of what the Associated 
Press puts out," the Rev. Mr. 
fflavacek said.' 
"... Having been in several 


parishes throughout the diocese, 
I am unaware of any place in 
this diocese where they (Urban 
Life statistics) do apply," the 
Rev. Bernard Roberson of Hat- 
tlesvd Roberson of Hat- 
tiesville said. 


Some priests were unaware of 


their parishioners' attitudes to- 
ward birth control and the re- 
cent encyclical. 


"This isn't a topic of conversa- 


tion with my parishioners and 
me," a Little Rock priest said. 
"Being largely the younger su- 
burbanite families,

they lave problems for which 
they would welcome an easy so- 
lution." 


"I have conducted no survey 


in the parish," a North Little 
Rock priest said. "I have nev- 
er heard any parishioner of any 
age or status express opposition 
to the teaching of the church in 
this matter."

Why do so many people 


make so many New Year's

School Closing 
Hurts 
Town's Young

YOUNGSTOWN, O h i o - 


(NEA))—John Hart wants to 
go to college so that he can 
study data processing, the 
first step in carving out a 
career in the complicated 
world of computerization. 


Ironically, a matter of sim- 


ple mathematics is holding 
him back from that goal. His 
school, East High, was one 
of 45 institutions of learning 
in this .industrial nortbe^pi^ 
ern Ohio city of 177,000 that 
was closed temporarily the 
day before Thanksgiving for 
lack of operating funds. 


Classes ceased with the 


final bell Nov. 27 at Youngs- 
town's 12 junior and senior 
high schools and 33 elemen- 
tary schools, 
giving 1,201 


teachers and 
their 28,060 


pupils a forced and, for the 
most part, unwanted vaca- 
tion until Jan. 2.

Not only has the shutdown 


kept the teachers from pur- 
suing their chosen profes- 
sion and the students their 
education, it 
has dumped 


more than 13,000 bodies into 
the city's labor market, a 
market which cannot absorb 
more than a small percent- 
age of them. A sudden, fierce 
competition for fuil-and-part- 
time jobs erupted with the 
closing of the schools, this 
in a town where there are 
already layoffs at some mills 
and strikes at others. 


Most of the teachers found 


interim work; most of the 
students didn't. To keep idle 
grade and high schoolers oc- 
cupied, the city, 
churches 


and various civic and service 
organizations instituted edu- 
cational a n d 
recreational 


programs; two local theaters 
provided free movies twice 
a week; area steel plants, a 
bakery and the police and 
lire departments o f f e r e d 
tours through their facilities. 


John Hart. 16, a quiet, po- 


lite, 
187-pound, 
6-foot-2M»- 


and-still-growing high school 
junior, was one of the lucky 
students. He got a job—on 
referral by one of his teach- 
ers—at the G. M. McKelvey 
Co. department store here 
where he works as a bus boy 
in the employes' cafeteria. 


He's making a little money 


w h i c h will no doubt go 
toward his college education, 
but he'd rather be back in 
school. The closing, he says, 
"is holding me back in my 
algebra." Other students, he 
adds, accepted the casing 
as "just a long vacation." 
John says, "It bothers me

occupation is selling men's 
furnishings at McKelvey's. 
Until the day before Thanks- 
giving, he was principal of 
the 670-pupil Grant Elemen- 
tary School. H o l d e r of a 
master's degree and a teach- 
er for 19 years, Siembieda 
resents the layoff, even if it 
is temporary. 


He resents it because of its 


effect on the s t u d e n t s . 
"They're the ones being hurt 
by all this, especially the 
juniors and seniors in the 
high schools," he says. "The 
last two years are very im- 
portant to them. These are 
the years when they really 
b e g i n planning their fu- 
tures." 


What put John Hart, Clem- 


ens Siembieda and the other 
students and teachers out on 
the street was, in a word, 
apathy, according to Wood- 
row /inser, superintendent 
of the Youngstown public 
school system. 


On Nov. 5, the city's voters 


rejected a 12-mili school tax 
levy, either by voting against 
it or by ignoring the issue 
completely. Of the almost 
60000 that voted that day, 
more than 5,200 failed to 
mark levy ballots. 


Zinser reports that la* 


revenues in Youngstown sim- 
ply haven't kept pace with 
rising operating costs. It 
takes ?85,OOQ a day to run 
the city's schools, which will 
reopen the day after New 
Year's and operate through 
June only because the school 
system will then be able to 
borrow against 1969 tax in-

Voter apathy toward school

tronauts today readied 
their 


portable TV camera for a sixth 
and final celestial telecast fol- 
lowing Christmas Day's cooking 
lesson from space. 


The 15-minute television show 


was to begin at 3:51 p.m. 
(EST). 


"What we thought we would 


do today was just show you a 
little bit about life inside the 
Apollo 8," a voice from space 
said Wednesday. With it came a 
remarkably clear view of the in- 
terior of the ship. 


"We've shown you the scenes 


of the moon and scenes of the 
earth, and we thought we would 
invite you into our home. It's 
been our home, at least, for four 
days." 


The voice was Apollo 8 com- 


mander Frank Borman's. For 
10 minutes, he described how 
the crew uses "handy dandy 
scissors" to open the space- 
men's packaged food, how he 
and his teammates exercise dai- 
ly in space, and how the ship's 
on-board computer "has done a 
fantastic job for us." 


The crew, in one of its most 


jovial moods yet, made refer- 
fences to-Christmas- and- the big 
dinners they probably would be 
enjoying if they were on earth. 


"I hope you all had a better 


Christmas 
dinner 
today than 


this," said Air Force Maj. Wil- 
liam A. Anders as earthlings 
watched him fish through plas- 
tic bags of specially prepared 
cocoa, sugar cookies, orange 
juice, corn chowder, chicken 
and gravy. 


The food aboard Apollo 8 is 


better than in past flights. It 
was made less sweet and more 
palatable 
after the Apollo 7 


crew complained bitterly of the 
food. 


Borman, who made a point to 


wish everyone on earth a "very 
merry Christmas," called the 
food "generally pretty good." 


In the next breath the Air 


Force colonel continued, "and if 
that doesn't sound like a rousing 
endorsement, it isn't! but nev- 
ertheless it's pretty good." 


But the spacemen soon dis- 


covered a Christmas Day treat 
and the third astronaut, Navy. 
Capt. James A. Lovell Jr., ra- 
dioed ground controllers shortly 
after the telecast:

Without Red Cross Inst- 
ance, however, such news 
could conceivably take days 
or weeks to arrive—by that 
time, in some cases, too 
late. 


The Red Cross message 


center Is located on the sec- 
ond floor of the organiza- 
tion's national headquarters. 
It operates around the clock, 
seven days a week. The bur- 
den is staggering. In a re- 
cent month, 69,000 c a b l e s 
were sent; and as many as 
400,000 will be delivered be- 


fofe the year ends, 


The service is free to rel- 


atives of military personnel. 
It is part of $53.5 million 
worth of effort the Red Cross 
is spending on sefvicemen 
this year and one of dozens 
of agency programs for the 
armed forces community. 


According to some, the 


message service is the most 
useful and important that 
the Red Cross undertakes. 
It may also be the least 
known to the public. 


Red Cross 
officials say 


that "too many" service rel- 
atives 
still do not know 


where to turn when an emer- 
gency hits. If they have to 
get word to a son overseas, 
they often go about it in a 
sadly round-about way. 


A woman in Indiana; for 


example, recently was wor- 
ried to the point of illness 
because her Vietnam-based

months. She called the po- 
lice, her city 
government 


and even wrote to the Penta- 
gon. 


Finally, somebody toW the

The Red Cross has more 


than 3,300 local 
chapters 


throughout the nation, each 
staffed with workers trained 
to h a n d l e service-related 
pfoblems. 


. A wife thifiks her GI hus- 
band sounds "crazy mixed 
up" in his letters. A mother 
inquires if her boy is getting 
the cookies she sends. A fa* 
ther reads that his kid's unit 
is being chopped up near the 
DMZ and wonders i f . . . 


If the local Red Cross cen- 


ter is large enough, it will 
have a t e l e t y p e machine 
hooked directly to the com- 
munications center in Wash- 
ington. Otherwise, the action 
on problems begins through 
use of the telephone. 


When the messages are 


urgent, replies arc equally 
so. In Vietnam, some 400 
Red Cross representatives 
are available to help involv- 
ed GIs work out r e a c t i o n 
plans. If necessary, they pro- 
vide free phone use, obtain 
emergency f u r l o u g h s or 
even lend soldiers money for 
their travels. 


In many cases, however, 


such reaction is not neces- 
sary. Red Cross people point 
out that messages to service- 
men do not always mean 
grief or disaster.

Spending of 
Great Society 
Will Be Cut

WASHINGTON (AP) - In the 


twilight weeks of the Johnson 
presidency, Democratic admin- 
istrators are feeding farewell 
doses of federal funds to pet 
Great Society programs. 


The objective, says one de- 


parting Democrat, Is to create 
"plenty of momentum" to pro- 
pel the programs past possible 
budget slashes In the early 
months of Richard M. Nixon's 
Republican administration. 


The latest example came this 


week and involved one of the 
Johnson administration's favor- 
ite urban programs— Model Cit- 
ies. Officials disclosed thatSeat- 
tle, Wash., Is receiving a $19 
million bundle of federal grants 
to move its Model Cities pro- 
gram off the drawing boards 
and into action.
